Since  the  general  expenses  of  the  church  vary 
:cording  to  varying  needs,  therefore  the  annual  ' 
Lisiness  meeting  shall  decide  how  much  the  per 
ipita  tax  as  well  as  the  per  centum  according  to 
roperty  valuation  shall  be  for  the  ensuing  year 
1   each   member   over   twenty-one   years   old,   so 
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that  the  taxing  will  be  an  equitable  one  according 
to  God's  Word.
